HAS THE ASSEMBLY BROKEN 
FAIT 


Lditor Bulletin. 

Sir,—In the long resolution adopted 
by the Anti-Union Convocation the fol- 
lowing appears: 

“Whereas the union committee in 
“its first report, and the General 
“Assembly of 1905 in adopting that 
“report, laid down as a condition of 

rganic union that a union of the 

“churches to be real and lasting 

“must carry the consent of the en- 

“tire membership.” 

The fact is that the union committee 
of the Presbyterian Church did not re- 
commend the foregoing as a condition 
of organic union, and the assembly did 
not adopt any such recommendation, 
The assembly, in adopting a report, 
adopts only the recommendations of 
the report, The only recommenda- 
tion submitted to the assembly in 1905 
by its union committee was: “That the 
committee on union be reappointed, 
substituting names for those of its 
members removed by death, including 
that of the late Principal Caven, con- 
vener.” 

The clause, “That a union of the 
churches to be real and lasting must 
carry the consent of the entire mem- 
bership,” occurs in the minutes of the 
conference of the committees of the 
three negotiating churches. These 
minutes were appended to the union 
committee's report, (See Assembly 
minutes 1905, page 276, beginning: 
“It is thought well for the information 
of the assembly to embody here the 
official minutes of the conference, ete.” 
This continues to the paragraph end- 
ing, “Of the various churches and by 
the people generally,” page 280. This 
paragraph contains the clause in ques- 
tion.) These minutes were signed by 
the three secretaries in the report of 
the conference. Their names, how. 
ever, do not appear in the assembly's 
minutes. The draft of the minutes 
of the conference was made by the 

tev, Dr, A. Sutherland, secretary of 
missions for the Methodist Church 
The clause in question was. inserted 
by him as an expression of opinion 
The concluding paragraphs of those 
minutes begin with the phrases, ‘Tt 
is understood that, ete,” and “It was 
universally reeognized in the joint 
committee that a union of 
the churches to be and lasting, 
ete.” 

I hold, therefore, that the Assembly 
never laid this down as a condition of 
union, because it Was never recom- 
mended by the Presbyterian com- 
mittee, and, therefore, never adopted 
by the Assembly. In confirmation of 
this is the fact that it never appaered 
among the resolutions or recommen- 
dations, nor in any document subse- 
quently formally adopted and sub- 
mitted to the Assembly by its union 
committee,
